MANILA. (TP)—One of the worst typhoons ever to strike 
the Philippines had caused at least 310 deaths and left hun¬ 
dreds unaccounted for as it spread destruction into addi¬ 
tional areas tonight. The latest compilation by the Manila 
Tribune showed most of the 310 known dead in Nueva Ecija 

!>province. Roport.s were far from 
complete in four other province.s 
of Luzon nslancl where the fury of 
the stonm was greatest north of 
Manila. 

Streams flooded out of banks by 
devastating wind and rain held 
scores of bodies in the debris of 
flim.sy native huts. The total 
number of fatalities will not be 
known until floods subside and 
communication is restored. 
Province Isolated 
The typhoon tore into I.sabclla 
luovince today after la.shing other 
provinces. The province was iso¬ 
lated as wires were torn down and 
roads flooded out. 

Hundreds of miles .south, the 
central islands of the archipelago 
were whipped by wind and great 
.seas to.ssed small inter-island 
craft. The .lOO-ton vcs.sel Sugbu 
of Cebu was di.sableil and aban¬ 
don- d by passem.'. -s and crew. A 
passing sailboat re.seued some ci'ew 
members. The fate and number of 
others of the crew and pa.ssengers 
was unknown. 

Kellef .Vgeneies Unsy 
Relief agencies went into action 
in all .sections. Governor Pablo 
David of Pampanga province per- 
.sonally aided soldiers and citizen 
volunteers to strengthen the Ara- 
yat dike which threatened to break 
and allow inundation of villages 
already stricken. Other dikes 
were about to give way as flood 
waters continued to surge against 
them. 

Food and clothing were being 
rushed into stricken districts by 
relief agencies. j 

Reports indicated the death list ' 
would go much higher.

Hardest hit was the city of Ca- | 
lianaluan, capital of Nueva Ecija • 
jirovince. Eighty-two bodies were j 
recovered in Cabantuan, a city of i 
lii.OOO population. Officials esti¬ 
mated 120 were killed there. 

Itoports indicated many persons 
in Nueva Ecija were marooned in : 
treetops and on roofs of their huts. 
Driven from their homes when the 
storm struck Friday and Saturday, 
the stricken people suffered fur- 
tlier wlren the typhoon la.shed hack 
over the district Sunday. Fortu¬ 
nately its return was less intense.

WASHINGTON (A>l—As part of 
a series of significant actions, the 
supreme court today stuck by its 
earlier decision that New York’s 
minimum wage law for women 
was unconstitutional and simul¬ 
taneously agreed to review an at¬ 
tack on a similar Washington 
state statute. 

In refusing to reconsider its de¬ 
cision last June 1 holding uncon¬ 
stitutional the New York law es¬ 
tablishing minimum wages for 
women, the court held the legisla¬ 
tion invalid because it violated the 
right of freedom of contract. In 
other decisions, the tribunal earlier 
had declared the federal govern¬ 
ment could not regulate wages and 
hours because that would -violate 
states’ rights. 

Presidpiit’s Comment 

Its deciaraLw.t that states could 
not do so produced a statement 
from President Roosevelt that the 
decision established a no man’s 
land where neither the federal nor 
state governments had; jun.,vic- 

tjoni,- 

It, however, consented to re¬ 
view a decision by the Washington 
supreme court upholding the law. 
enacted in 1913, w'hich required 
wages sufficient to supply women 
with the “necessary cost of living” 
and to maintain them in health. 

The Chelan county, Washington, 
superior court had ruled the act 
was unconstitutional because it 
took property without due process 
of law. 

Passes on Many I'ases 

Fashioning part of the docket 
for its current term, during which 
decisions will be forthcoming on 
m.uch New Deal and other legisla¬ 
tion, the high tribunal either 
agreed to review or refused to con¬ 
sider scores of cases brought to 
its bar.

It Was 444 Years Ago 
He Discovered the 
'New World'

At 2 o'clock in the morning just 
444 years ago today a sailor named 
Itodrigo dc .Triana. standing 
watch in the b\v of a little boat 
called tlic ".Nina.” yelled to his 
shipmates, “i,and;” 

(.'hristopher, the eldest .son of 
Domenico Colombo and Suzanne 
Fontanaros.sa, ran to the bow of 
the Santa .Maria, one of the two 
sister sliips of the Nina, and 
squinted Ids eyes Westward. 

II was, indeed, land. Columbus 
had come tipon the new world 
after a voyage of 70 days from 
continental Europe. 

Today, the anniver.sary of tlic 
dale on which Columlius named 
his discovery "San Salvador,” is 
crlebralod ms Columbus Day. 

The "San .Salvador” of that 
ilay was in the Bahamas, which 
he about 1250 miles .south of Long 
I.sland. Colnmbu.s lequired 36 
days to .sail from the Canary I.s- 
lands to the New World. The 
otlier day a German flying boat.

Craig, for 25 years a California 
state court judge, and Joseph 
Weinblatt, both of Ix>3 Angeles, 
lost today in the supreme court 
their plea for a rehearing of their 
protest against one-year jail sen¬ 
tences and fines of $1000 ordered 
for an alleged attempt to “cor¬ 
ruptly obstruct . . . justice.”

PARIS. (2PI - French Comn^- 
nists, their propaganda tour of 
Alsace-Ixirraine ended quietly, an¬ 
nounced today they would rein¬ 
vade the region for 122 meetings 
in the near future. 

Rightists ridiculed the Commu¬ 
nist party rallies, a.s.serting' the 
“mobilization of the ma.sses” 
brought only 12,000 persons to 
propaganda meetings in a region 
with 2,000,000 population.

Then there is more tea about 4:.30 
every afternoon. 

For dinner, the ruler likes plain,

there are guests, King Edward 
generally orders a four-course din¬ 
ner*, served at 9 p. m.

Catering for the 
royal courts and garden parties is 
now entrusted to outside con¬ 
tractors. although Legros will be in 
charge during next year’s corona¬ 
tion festivities. 

Legros’ supervi.sion extends over 
the three royal kitchens- -one for 
meats, another for vegetables and 
a third for de.sserts.

oit all private debts contracted 
prior to July 1. 1932. the iBtci*e.st 
should be wiped out up to July 1, 
1936. All interest already paid be¬ 
tween these dates was to be ap¬ 
plied to retirement of principal. 
The balance of the debt could be 
paid off over a period of 10 years, 
without interest, on a graduated 
scale, beginning with small install¬ 
ments. 

Moreover, on all debts contracted 
since July 1, 1932, the maximum 
interest collectable is 5 per cent. 
Anything paid above that applies 
to retirement of principal. 

All this has provided a tremend¬ 
ous boom to farmers and others, 
many of whom are mortgaged up 
to the hilt as the result of hard 
times. 

The legislature also decreed that 
municipalities shall not collect 
taxes to pay more than 3 per cent 
interest on their securities. On 
April 1, the government defaulted 
on a bond payment of $3,200,000, 
but paid the interest. 

Aberhart's strong arm methods 
of handling debts have inspired 
others to follow him.

DENVER, —Pre.sident Roose¬ 
velt stood in the heart of the great 
Rockies today and coupled a 
declaration that “We arc around 
the corner” with a statement that 
Americas’ monetary atystem “is 
the safest in the world toflay.” 

He asserted, too. government re¬ 
lief and other costs were coming 
down with an increase in private 
employment and pledged the New 
Deal to “more action, sound ac¬ 
tion ... to save the constitutional 
representative form of government 
in which we rejoice.” 

Faring a great crowd on the 
west terrace of the state capitol, 
the chief executive addressed his 
first far-west campaign speech to 
citizens of the great metal mining 
regions. The radio carred his 
words across the nation. 

Daiid.H Beet Growers 

Declaring local citizens sug¬ 
gested work projects approved in 
Wa.shington, he said it was a “piti¬ 
ful spectacle to see Republican 
leaders call this great program 
waste and extravagance- for they 
arc the same leaders W’ho, when 
their own state or city or county 
was involved, were the first to run 
to Washington pleading for fed¬ 
eral aid.” 

After asserting water conserva¬ 
tion was a part of the administra¬ 
tion's program and that the stock 
raising industry must be pre- 
.served. the President told of the 
New Deal’s sugar control efforts 
and congratulated sugar beet 
growers on their “substantial re¬ 
duction in the employment of hired 
children in the fields.” 

He spoke al.so of mining revival 
aftipr the administration had “laid 
the phost of the old gold parity of 
the dollar” and when it purchased 
gold and silver. 

“Monetary System Sound” 

“The great bullion reserves now 
in the United States trea.sury,” he 
.said, “arc sufficient to redeem 
every <loIlar of our currency far 
more than 100 per cent, and yet 
people for jiarti.san purposes are 
willing to spreail the gospel of 
fear tnat our currency is not on a 
sound foundation. 

“I tell you. and you know, that 
our monetary system is the .sound- 
c.st in the worlfl today.” 

Turning to recovery, he as- 
.serled: 

“I tell you. and you will agree, 
that we are around the corner, 
f’rivate employment is picking up. 
That means that government ex¬ 
penditures for work for the unem¬ 
ployed are coming dowm. That 
mean.s that the total of govern¬ 
ment expenditures will tleeline. 

“Income <toing Up" 

“Turning the corner al.so means 
that government income from ex¬ 
isting taxes, w'ithoiit new taxes, is 
going up. 

“I repeat to you w’hat I .said in 
Pittsburgh a week ami a half ago. 
that derrea.se in expenditures an<i 
increa.se in income mean, within 
a year or two. a balanced budget 
and the beginning of reduction in 
the national debt.” 

The TTesident reserved his ref¬ 
erence to the constitution for his 
final two .sentences: 

“We have .show’n our determi¬ 
nation in the past by action. You 
can trust us to prove that deter¬ 
mination in the future by more 
action, souiul action, action that 
is saving and will continue to .save 
the constitutional repre.sentative 
form of government in which we 
rejoice.” 

CommentH on Uolumbus 

The President led up to his dis¬ 
cussion of government spending by 
calling attention that this wa.s Co¬ 
lumbus (lay. 

He said there were tho.se who 
felt the cost of Columbus’ great 
voyage wa.s too high, and others 
who “offered him the counsel of 
despair.” 

“But the valiant admiral, firm to 
his purpose, .sailed on.” he said. 
“And all America pays him tribute 
today.”

Texas City Inundated By Flooding River 




The special chain store tax, ap¬ 
pearing on the November ballot 
as a "retail store license,” is 
merely a masked attempt to raise 
the cost of living, according to 
Frederic A. Chase of the public re¬ 
lations department of California 
Chain Stores association, a visitor 
in Santa Ana today. 

"Sponsors of the tax," Cha.se 
■said, "have tried to make it ap¬ 
pear that chain stores could afford 
to pay a $.500 a year handicap in 
order to boost their smaller com¬ 
petitors. The fact is that the 
California chains, most of which 
are owned right here at home, op¬ 
erate on .such a narrow profit 
margin that they would simply 
have to increase prices to pay 
such a tax. 

"Chains don't buy from middle¬ 
men. They buy direct from the 
farmer and the manufacturer. 
That’s how they save the con¬ 
sumer money.” 

Chase pointed out further that 
California chain stores provide a 
form of distribution to California 
farm products that, if destroyed, 
would take years to rebuild. 

"If chain stores are wiped out,” 
he said, "the cost of living will go 
up, stores will be emptied, rentals 
will be lost, employees will be 
thrown out of work, and Califor¬ 
nia’s excellent distributing system 
will be irreparably damaged.” 


WORCESTER, Mass. W — A

fy that statement, the inspector 
added. 

Sheahan reconstructed the crime 
as follows: Mrs. Crosbie pleaded 
for several minutes yesterday to 
have her husband granted liberty 
until 8 o’clock last night. An in¬ 
terne, unmindful of Crosbie’s hos¬ 
pital record which said "Danger¬ 
ous, do not release," granted the 
liberty. 

The couple greeted each other 
with outward signs of deep affec¬ 
tion as they left the hospital. 

Slays Her VVilh Axe 

Later, at home, Mrs. Crosbie 
went to the cellar to inspect her 
preserve closet. Crosbie went 
down after her. As she leaned 
over to look at the preserves, the 
husband seized an axe and struck 
her twice, Sheahan declared. The 
first flow nearly decapitated her. 

Crosbie then cleaned his hands 
and went upstairs. Neighbors 
calling on Mrs. Crosbie, became 
suspicious at the husband’s claim 
she had gone to visit a friend 
nearby. 'They checked and found 
•she had not reached the friend’s 
home. They then notified the po¬ 
lice. 

Office, s found Mrs. Crosbie's 
body huddled under a shelf in the 
lireserve closet.

Farm Bureau Opposed to 
Repeal of State Income 
Tax on November Ballot

taxation of some sort to make up 
the deficit—specifically, it fears a 
turn to ad valorem, or property 
taxation. 

The Farm bureau based its oppo¬ 
sition to the sales tax repeal meas¬ 
ure on the theory that ad valorem 
taxation would follow repeal of the 
sales tax. This it feels would seri¬ 
ously hamper agricultural produc¬ 
tion, handicap industry, and other¬ 
wise hamstring economic recovery 
in California. 

And for another reason, the 
Farm bureau feels the income tax 
can be economically and practi¬ 
cally administered. Administra¬ 
tion of the property tax, Ellsworth 
•says, absorbs 4 per cent for collec¬ 
tions. The income tax law appro¬ 
priates only 3 per cent for col¬ 
lections. 

In North Carolina, one of the 31 
.states in the Union with the in¬ 
come tax mea-sure on its books, 
only 87 cents is required to collect 
each $100 of taxes—less than 1 
per cent. California is aiming 
toward the same efficiency in col¬ 
lection of its income taxes. 

Ask Fair Trial 

And finally, opponent-s of Propo¬ 
sition 2 point out the state income 
tax law has been on the books but 
one year, and should be given a 
fair trial before being cast aside in 
search of something which may or 
may not be better. 

It is a fair ta.x law, they say, an 
ability-to-pay tax. 

One pays no tax, unless his an¬ 
nual income is $2500 or more, if 
married, or $1000 if single. This ex¬ 
cludes 95 per cent of Califomians 
with small incomes, who contribute

There are seven reasons why the 
Farm bureaus of California are op¬ 
posing Proposition 2 on the 
November ballot. They summarize 
the bulk of the opposition to this 
measure, which would repeal the 
state income tax law, and make 
any measure imposing a personal 
tax subject to a state-wide vote. 

The measure is being opposed by 
the California Farm Bureau fed¬ 
eration, the California County Tax 
Equalization as.sociation, Califor¬ 
nia Teachers’ association. Econ¬ 
omic Council of Southern Califor¬ 
nia, State Association of county 
auditors, state department of edu¬ 
cation, state supervisors associa¬ 
tion, and the California school 
trustees’ association, among others. 

Here is what Von T. Ellsworth, 
Farm bureau federation research 
head, says about the measure: 

Present I.aw Favorixl 

In the first place, the present 
income ta.x law is subject to 
change by the legislature, if found 
necessary. It combines, he .says, 
the best features of the national 
income ta.x law, adapted to fit the 
peculiar needs of Califos'nia, and 
its provisions have yielded to con¬ 
structive proposals of the best tax 
and legal talent in California, since 
the measure first was proposed, in 
1931. 

Opponents of Proposition 2 feel 
that a net income tax is vitally 
necessary to .supply California with 
revenue needed to make up the 
state deficit. 

From a surplus of $30,608,905 on 
June 30, 1931. the state general 
fund balance beeame a deficit of 
$28,874,979, four years later. Econ¬ 
omic leaders feel the state sales 
ta.x and state income tax are the 
only mea.sure.s through which the 
deficit can be made up. 

IVar Land 'Tax 

Although its arguments do not 
state it, the Farm bureau federa¬ 
tion fears repeal of the stale in¬ 
come tax would result in additional

Measure Threatens All 
Beaches of State, 
Group Charges 


HUNTINGTON BEACH.—Rep¬ 
resenting the first organized op¬ 
position to a proposed tideland 
drilling measure which will ap¬ 
pear on the November ballot, 
members of the Shoreline Planning 
association today started a state¬ 
wide campaign against the pro¬ 
posed drilling law, with many 
county organizations and residents 
contacted by the group. 

Threatening destruction of the 
state’s beaches if the legislation is 
approved by voters next month, 
and urging a thorough study of the 
biil before any action is taken, 
m.embers of the association point 
out, in literature, possible results 
of passage of the bill. 

Reasons Told 

Charging that title of the bill 
will deceive voters, the association 
lists five reasons why the measure 
should be defeated: 

1. "It Is a measure sponsored 
h> certain powerful oil interests 
to grab our beaches for oil drill¬ 
ing. 

2. "The measure would i»ermit 
drilling directly on bea<'h sand, 
down to the mean high tide 
line. 

3. "The measure will destroy 
the beauty of our beaches and 
ruin them for recreational pur¬ 
poses. 

4. "It will revive town-lot 
drilling and encourage ts’ach 
wildcat promotion. 

a. "Revenue to the stale from 
wells drilled on the hear’hes is 
loo small and income rweived is 
relatively iinim|Mirtanl.” 

.■\ttack .Measure 

Branding the measure as a 
"cleverly disguised beach oil drill¬ 
ing measure,” the association 
points out that one-seventh royally 
offered the slate should be at least 
twice as much, and that the esti¬ 
mated income of $2,000,000 woulfi 
probably be one-half that amount, 
and would reduce taxes by less 
than one-half of 1 per cent.

Those quest ion.s puzzled officials 
of the division of market enforce¬ 
ment, state department of agri¬ 
culture, as they undertook to set¬ 
tle a dispute between a San Fran- 
ci.sco cafe man and a Tulare coun¬ 
ty frog rancher over non-payment 
for a .shipment of cultivated frogs 
sent the cafe man by the frog 
grower'. 

It is all very confusing and 
somewhat distrc.ssing when you 
consider: 

1. Horses are admittedly live¬ 
stock and are entered in races. 
Therefore, frogs must be live¬ 
stock. too, since they are entered 
in races and have paid off on many 
a home stretch. 

2. Frogs are not livestock be¬ 
cause they do not belong to the 
mammal cla.ss and furthermore 
are neither fish nor fowl. 

There is a distinct difference 
between a horse and a frog, more¬

James Kiichanan Had Strenuous Administration

Tlie election of 18.56 was a sec¬ 
tional conle.st, with the people bit¬ 
terly divided. The .supreme court 
upheld the Bred Scott deci.sion, 
Kan.sa.s rejected statehood until 
.she could have it without slavery, 
Minnesota and Orecon came in as 
free states and John Brown staged 
his raid on Harper’s Ferry. There 
was furor and trouble and action 
ill the United States under Bu¬ 
chanan. 

Buchanan suffered heavy criti¬ 
cism. At the close of his adminis¬ 
tration the .southern states seceded 
from the union. He strove to be 
right, but extremists on both sides 
were strong and they could not be 
pacified by diplomacy. War was in¬ 
evitable. 

Confederacy FoniM'd 
On Ucc. 20, 1860, South Carolina 
voted to secede and in January 
Mississippi, Florida, Alabama and 


Georgia .seceded. The rest of the 
-south .seceded in February. The 
Confederancy was formed, public 
property seized, and Buchanan’s 
efforts to make peace were hope¬ 
less. 

John Brown, during this admin¬ 
istration, demonstrated that he 
was glad to die, and he was ex¬ 
ecuted for the freedom of the 
slaves. The stirring song, ’’John 
Brown’s body lies a-mouldcring in 
the grave," was a battlecry. 

The tide was too heavy to stop 
and war stirred the hcart.s of men. 

Biograpliieal Data 

Buchanan was born April 23, 
1791, the .son of James Buchanan, 
a merchant, and Elizabeth Speer. 
Educated at Dickinson college, he 
was a lawyer and a Presbyterian. 
He never married. In the 1856 
election, he received 174 electoral 
votes. He died June 1, 1868.

Erom the adoption of the Orange 
ciiunty award affecting field crops 
until the fall of 1935, Orange coun¬ 
ty knew no labor strikes in agri¬ 
culture. ’Tills was not bocau.se at¬ 
tempts were not marie but because 
they were not successful. Unsuc- 
lessful attempts during the sum¬ 
mer of 193.5 were made to create 
strikes, in citrus, the beet fields, 
ami al.so vegetable areas. 

Interesting information pertain¬ 
ing to that period follows. In the 
fall of 1934, Oharles McLauchlan, 
.siili.section organizer for the Com¬ 
munist party in Orange county, 
.started to organize in this county 
tie- Orange county Workers club. 
The organization was an affiliate 
iiii'l subsidiary of the Communist 
ijirivement. 'I’ho member.shi[) was 
in 1)0 recruited mostly from relief 
(lients and field workers, ’’nie 
name of the organization was .soon 
ehangeil to the Workers Clulis of 
Orange county, with units in many 
areas of the county. 

C’liiiis fiain .Strength 

'Hiis organization was an affili¬ 
ate of the Ihiblic Works and Un- 
emi)loyed union later becoming a 
unit of the State Federation of Un- 
emi)loyed and Allieil Organiza¬ 
tions which, in turn, was affiliated 
with the National Hnemploynient 
council. At pre.sent they are all 
affiliated with the Workers Alli¬ 
ance of America. 

During the spring and summer 
of 1935 these Workers clubs gaineil 
considerable strength, attracting 
over a thou.sand members to their 
rolls. By far the greatest major¬ 
ity of these members did not real¬ 
ize that tliey were members of a 
Communistic organization. Ap- 
jiroximately 70 per cent of tlie 
membership were Mexicans. 

The, Communist leaders then be¬ 
gan an intensive campaign of edu¬ 
cation ami agitation, i'lans for 
fliis campaign would he outlined j 
III suh.section and unit meetings of 
the Communist party and then tlie 
Ijrograms would be later suggested 
and adopted at the Workers clubs 
meetings. By this method Orange 
county was flooded by a continual 
parade of Communistic speakers 
and organizers active in state and 
metropolitan Communistic activi¬ 
ties,

Among the.se outside agitators 
were such outstanding Mexican 
Communists as Frank Delgado, 
Frank Salas, Frank Taylor and a 
Gonzales. Others wore; Alex No- 
ral, James Mcl>ean, David Price, 
Claire Lee I’urdy, Frank Hyan, Mrs. 
J-uhan, Waterman, Snyder, plus 
several of the le.s.ser known, as well 
as a few members of the Commu¬ 
nist inetlligencia. I 

The importance of this drive lay I 
in the fact that so many Mexicans j 
tiecamc active that tlic organizers'

They both tlirew their influence 
I and that of tlieir vice consuls 
I against the radical organizer.s with 
I the le.sult that the Communistic 
workers clubs were unsucces.sful in 
calling: any .strikes and began to 
rapidly lose member.ship. 

I The part played by the growers 
; and citizens of Orange county in 
I opposing thi.s radical movement, 
althougli of no small ronseiiuence, 
is not e.ssential to thi.s i)icture and 
is therefore eliminated throughout 
in order to .save time and space. 

The major significance of the 
work of these Communistic lead- 
er.s and clubs was tliat through 
their propaganda and program 
they .succeeded in creating much ! 
radical thought among the work¬ 
ers as well as making tlie Mexi¬ 
cans believe they were victims of 
intentional, planned racial and 
clas.s di.sci'imination. They pic¬ 
tured to them a correction of tliese 
.suggested grievances tlirough or¬ 
ganization leading eventually to a 
new social order. Referring, of 
cour.se, to the only social order a 
Communist believes in, that under 
Communi.sm.

In selecting corn for cooking, 
always be sure that the husks are 
rich green in color with no sug¬ 
gestion of wilt or dryness. 

Try this Indian method for pre¬ 
paring roasting ears: 

Remove the hu.sks and silks of 
choice corn and boil in about 2 
quarts of salted water to which 2 
tablespoons sugar have been added. 
About 10 minutes cooking time is 
u.sually allowed but this may vary 
a minute or two depending on the 
age of the corn. Have your broiler 
oven preheated. Remove the corn 
from the hot water, drain and 
brush with butter or drippings. 
Place as near the broiling flame as 
possible and brush with butter sev¬ 
eral times as the corn browns. 
Turn frequently. Serve at once. 
Corn prepared in this way has an 
unusually nice flavor.

Vacation is over and your chil¬ 
dren are in school. Numerous in¬ 
conveniences will develop as the 
re.sult of contact with so many 
other children. Many of these 
distresses are in the form of skin 
diseases, which do not impair the 
health, but do cause much dis¬ 
comfort and loss of time in school. 

One of the most common of 
these is impetigo; a contagious 
form of eczema. In adults it is 
referred to as “barber's itch.” It 
occurs on the hands and face, par¬ 
ticularly on the forehead as a 
small flattened blister which rup¬ 
tures and forms a yellowish brown 
crust. Often several blisters rup¬ 
ture and run together making a 
patch ranging from the size of a 
dime to that of a silver dollar. 

It is readily cured in the early 
stages by the liberal use of soap 
and water and the frequent ap¬ 
plication of an ointment com¬ 
prised of ammoniated mercury, 10 
grains, and unguentum aquae 
rosae, one ounce. The child should 
be removed from school and com¬ 
pelled to use his own washrags 
and towels till recovery has be¬ 
come complete. 

Another contagious skin trouble 
is warts on the hands. Our grand¬ 
mothers told us they came from 
playing with toads, but we know 
they are due to a virus to which 
.some children are very susceptible.

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Save the Fishing? Grounds 

A nother indirect threat to Orange county’s ocean 
fishing grounds is due for a kick in the slats when 
the Fish and Game Development association gets under 
way in its drive against the sardine reduction ships which 
operate beyond the three-mile limit. 

As the matter stands, these huge vessels, which re¬ 
duce sardines to meal and oil, seem to be depleting the 
coast’s sardine population rapidly. And as the sardines 
vanish, the big game fish which feed upon them likewise 
disappear. That means the thousands of sportsmen who 
angle in this area will have to go elsewhere—if, indeed, 
the reduction ships don’t clear out every available fishing 
grounds. 

A law is now being sought by the association which 
would prevent fishing smacks from taking sardines to 
these off-shore reducing plants, without a permit. In 
this way the tremendous depletion of sardines, and the 
resulting drop in the number of larger fish, can be to 
some extent prevented. Orange county sportsmen and 
businessmen should back up the conservation agencies in 
this worthwhile effort.

Slack in the Biid<?et 

“TT IS the slack in the family budget that counts,” says 
J- one of the pithy articles in a recent issue of Factory 
Management and Maintenance. “Slack,” the article says, 
“being what is left over after paying for the things which 
we simply have to have. On the average our slack is 30 
per cent more than the European family has after it has 
bought and paid for the bare necessities of life.” 

The article goes on to point out that 71 per cent of 
the world’s automobiles are owned in America, half the 
telephones, and that two out of three American families 
own a radio. And it points to the education institutions, 
electrical and gas appliances, the household plumbing, 
and a vast array of labor-saving devices that are available 
to the masses in America. 

The article is simply another presentation of the fact 
that the higher the wage standard, the higher the living 
standard. For the higher wages are, the more work there 
is for the folks who build radios and automobiles, install 
telephones, and provide all the comforts which the av¬ 
erage American so much appreciates and enjoys and in 
many cases considers a necissity of life. 

Women go round and round, advises a psycholo¬ 
gist. And when they get too round, they take to cot¬ 
tage cheese and pineapple. 

Recognition of Russia 

O NE OF the silliest ideas advanced this campaign is 
that President Roosevelt should break off diplomatic 
relations with Russia to prove that he isn’t hand in glove 
with the Soviet Regime. Even some of the Democrats 
are advocating this—in the hope that it will gain the 
President more votes. 

The simple truth is that recognition of one govern¬ 
ment by another does not carry either approval or dis¬ 
approval. Hitler hates Communism, but Germany rec¬ 
ognizes Russia. Mussolini is opposed to Communism, but 
Italy recognizes Russia. Nothing could be more op¬ 
posed to Communism than the conservative imperial, 
capitalistic British government; yet it recognizes Russia. 
Japan has long been at swords’ points with Moscow, but 
it maintains recognition. 

Only one thing would be sillier than the suggestion 
that President Roosevelt break off diplomatic relations 
with Russia in order to gain a few votes. That would 
be for him to do it. 

If the war in Spain continues there won’t be even 
an old Spanish custom left for tourists to see. 

Government Service 

W ORK for a government can be a fine, and worthwhile 
career, but in some cases it can become a blight pn 
a man’s ambition. Forty years ago, when the Conserva¬ 
tive government went out of office in Quebec, a young 
doorman lost his job. Until this fall, the Liberals held 
sway. Then the election put the Conservatives back in 
after two score years. 

An old, white-haired man approached the leader of 
the party last week, the wire reports. “I’ve been waiting 
40 years for my job,” he said. It was given him, and he 
will be back tending his door after an absence of 40 years, 
when parliament convenes. 

In that tragedy, there is a lesson for the rest of us: 
be steadfast in ambition, but be sure that ambition is 
worth while. 

Drive carefully. Don’t take a life!
